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California will need a govetnor who will 
tackle its pressing problems, topped by massive, 
critical unemployment and that is why labor 
asks a vote for Jess Unruh next Tuesday.

Prices keep right on climbing 


The Nixon “game plan” against 
inflation was still losing in Sep- 
tember as consumer prices rose 
at double the previous month’s 
rate. 

Business and employment were 
still suffering, however, from the 
Nixen economic slowdown. 

Nationally, the Bureau of La- 
bor Stat’ stics consumer price in- 
dex was at 136.6 per cent, a 5.6 
per cent increase in a year. That 
meant it took $13.66 to buy what 
$10 covered in the 1957-59 period. 

The price picture was the same 
here — only higher — as the 
index rose to 138.9 per cent, or 
4.6 per cent above September, 
1969. Bay Area consumers were 
payitg $13.89 for the 1957-59 per- 
iod’s $10 worth. 

Prices nationally rose four- 
tenths of 1 per cent over August 
or, when seasonally adjusted, by 
one-half of 1 per cent. 

The rise in prices here over 
August was 1 per cent the na- 
tional seasonally adjusted price 
increase. 

The over-all local boost in 
prices occurred despite a two- 
tenths of 1 per cent drop in 
food prices during the third 
quarter, the BLS said. Hous‘ng, 
clothing, transportation and 
health and recreation costs rose 
between June and September 


with the biggest jump a 3 per — 


cent increase in adult clothing 
prices.

Consumers paid higher re- 
tail prices — again — in Sep- 
tember and a rise in the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics whole- 
sale price index indicated 
more of the same next month. 

Wholesale prices went up a 
half of 1 per cent, the same 
percentage rise as consumer 
prices, The wholesale price in- 
dex was at 117.8 per cent, a 
17.8 per cent increase over 
1957-59. 


the unemployment rate had 
risen in the nation to 5.5 per 
cent and to 7 per cent in Cali- 
fornia — higher in some areas. 
Other indications of the -eco- 
nomy’s sickness included: 
September employment in 
California and seven other Pa- 
cific states was only a tiny one- 
tenth of 1 per cent above Sep- 
tember, 1969. That, said the BLS, 
marked the first time since the 
1958 Eisenhower recession that 
jobs in the eight states had 
failed to show a significant in- 
crease over the year. 
Construction jobs were down 
by 30,000 since January and by 
nearly 20,600 in a year.
